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When you talk to some of the vet- 
eran musicmen who have grown up in 
the company of Popular music in the 
past ten, twenty or thirty years, you 
can always expect to hear one com- 
ment from all of them. “What happened 
to the band?” Big bands, once the rage 
of the music world, have all but disap- 
peared as far as selling phonograph 
records go. It’s quite true that one 
could hardly attend a dance and not 
have a band to help you blacken your 
partner’s shins — yet in looking at the 
best-seller charts, it’s rare that you see 
a big band up near the top. It’s a 
pleasure, however, to report about this 
rarity, since the big band led by Jimmy 
Dorsey has a top-selling disc out aptly 
titled “So Rare”. 


Jimmy has been a member of music’s 
legendary “top ten” names longer that 
a lot of us care to remember. He started 
in the band business with his late 
brother Tommy in the fabulous Twen- 
ties, and ever since, he has been an im- 
portant part of the American musical 
scene.

Jimmy 
performed on the early DuMont Net- 
work Show, “Calvaleade of Bands”, and 
he did so well that CBS decided that, 
when the right format was found, Jim- 
my Dorsey would have his own show. 
As you all know that wish was ful- 
filled when Jackie Gleason used Jim- 
my and Tommy Dorsey on their own 
“Stage Show” to replace Jackie for the 
summer. When the show went off the 
TV lanes, Jimmy again moved out on 
his own — and so Fraternity Records 
put his name on a contract. The initial 
tune was “So Rare”. The result — a hit. 


The whole music world is mighty 
happy to see Jimmy back on the Hit 
Parade. As we said, it is mighty rare to 
see a band make the headlines without 
a vocalist, but when that band is led by 
a gentleman by the name of Jimmy 
Dorsey, then it’s not hard to see why. 


Give this Dorsey a little more time, and 
the big. bands may be sharing the . 


spotlight with the vocalists. It may not 
take too long, either.
